Dean Arnold G. H. Bode, who died at his home in Sierra 
Madre Saturday, was a little minister who, by example, showed 
many thousands of church members how to be Christians. He 
was such a quiet, gentle, unassuming person that he would have 
been amazed if anyone had told him he was great or even 
- outstanding. 

Yet in Long Beach, Anaheim 
and Sierra Madre, where he 
held pastorates, and in many 
other places to which his self- 
assumed services beyond the 
call of duty took him, he will 
long be remembered as one who 
loved everyone and tried to help 
_ everyone. 

He felt sorrow but no con¬ 
demnation for those who did 
wrong. He was sure they were 
all good at heart, if only one 
could make them see things 
right. Until he was too old to 
make the trip, he regularly 
traveled by street car from Si¬ 
erra Madre to the Seamen's In¬ 
stitute in San Pedro, which he 
started, and tough sailors who 
met him there felt they had 
met someone so close to God 
that his smile reflected some¬ 
thing of God’s benignity and 
forgiveness. 

From there to Oxford Univer- 
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Tuesday's City Council meet¬ 
ing was short, sweet and un- 
argumentative. . . Only three 
members were present: Coun- 
cilmen Korsmeier, Kinney and 
Washburn.

Never one to let a chance go 
by when we can crow over our 
our Big Neighbor, Pasadena, we 
take pride in pointing out that 
our city had twice as many 
members of the lay public at¬ 
tend the school budget sessions 
as did the Rose City. That's 
right — we outpointed them, 
five to two. Another case of Da¬ 
vid and Goliath, maybe.

Just in case you were think¬ 
ing of joining up with the Ma¬ 
rines. we relay the announce¬ 
ment that the Monrovia recruit¬ 
ing office for the Leathernecks 
is now closed. Marine Sgt. Wil- 
lette, their recruiting officer, 
who used to park his truck in 
Sierra Madre on Mondays, re¬ 
ports that the USMC will still 
be happy to have you—but you 
gotta come to Pasadena to get 
took. Or words to that effect. 


Provisions for the addition of another man to the city police 
force and a general increase in salary for nearly all city em¬ 
ployes was approved this week by City Council. 

The changes, which will include shorter working hours for 
the police, street and water departments, will be effective Sept. 1. 

The NEWS has consistently 
pointed out the need for an ad¬ 
ditional patrolman in Sierra 
Madre so that the present 54- 
hour work week could be re¬ 
duced. The Council just as con¬ 
sistently insisted that it would 
cost too much money. 

Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier 
announced the changes which 
will be incorporated into the 
1952-53 city budget. 

The salary increases will av¬ 
erage more than six per cent 
for the city employes, City 
Manager R. Merritt Baker said. 
This is in addition to the re¬ 
duction in working hours for 
the police, water and street de¬ 
partments Most other workers 
are now on a 40-hour week. 

Most of the salary increases 
will be effected through the in¬ 
auguration of a "three and four 
step salary plan” on a yearly 
basis. 

Under this plan an employe 
would not be eligible to trans¬ 
fer to the next higher step un¬ 
less he had been working on 
his assigned step or job for at 
least a year. The city adminis¬ 
trator will have to recommend 
transfer from step to step. 

Merit raises which were pre¬ 
viously allowed will be no 
longer applicable under this 
plan. 

This program, submitted by 
the Salary and Wage Commit¬ 
tee, obviously had been hashed 
over by the councilmen in iron 
curtain meetings. There was 
little comment. 

By reducing the work week 
of the policemen “one-half day 
per week” it will be necessary 
to add one man to the present 
staff of eight to fill the work 
schedule. 

On the basis of a 54-hour 
week the Sierra Madre police 
department had the longest 
work week of any city police 
staff in the county.

A new liquor law in Sierra Madre which would prohibit the 
drinking of beer or liquor on the city streets was ordered pre¬ 
pared this week by City Council. 

It came partly as the aftermath of disturbances in the vicin¬ 
ity of the Canyon Pool and partly because of gatherings of 

youths at night near Kersting 
Court. 

Councilman William A. Kin¬ 
ney proposed the ordinance on 
recommendation of Police Chief 
G. G. McMillan who had point¬ 
ed out that Arcadia and Pasa¬ 
dena have similar ordinances. 

Councilman Charles L. Wash¬ 
burn wanted to know why or¬ 
der couldn't be established 
without such an ordinance. 
McMillan replied that "this is 
a preventive ordinance—so we 
can nip trouble in the bud." 

Mayor Henry Korsmeier then 
brought up the problem of the 
canyon pool. 

It was brought out that ’teen 
aged boys, usually in groups, 
have created a nuisance in the 
pool area through use of abu¬ 
sive and obscene language. 

"That’s a matter of super¬ 
vision,” McMillan said. “Those 
things don’t go on if there is 
proper supervision. It is hap¬ 
pening inside and outside.” 

Korsmeier read a letter from 
Philip T. Mitchell, city recrea¬ 
tion director, who told the coun-

Audit Report Shows 
City With $238,127 


William E. Doty, bakery 
service manager for the Cali¬ 
fornia Raisin Advisory Board, 
turned out to be the long- 
awaited speaker whom Harry 
Lange had promised his brother 
Kiwanians Tuesday noon.

Also speaking Tuesday, at 
the Woman’s Clubhouse, was 
Charles A. Skutt, superinten¬ 
dent of schools, who discussed 
the school budget passed on 
Aug. 6. Skutt said that inter¬ 
ested citizens could get copies 
of the budget, as well as a re¬ 
view of the past school year, by 
calling at the offices of the 
school. 


Sierra Madre had $238,127 on 
hand last June 30 as against 
$245,545 for the same day (fis¬ 
cal year’s end) last year, an 
auditor’s report submitted to 
City Council this week revealed. 

Mayor Henry Korsmeier said 
the audit revealed that the city 
was within its budget. It also 
showed that the city spent $83,- 
750 for major street improve¬ 
ments during the past year. 

At the same time the coun¬ 
cil approved a change in the 
auditing contract. It was 
awarded to the auditing firm of 
Wood, Pyle & Company on 
recommendation of the city’s 
present auditor, W. R. Wright, 
who is a member of the firm. 
Wright said that he could not 
continue as the city’s auditor 
because of “conditions” of 
health and advancing age.”

SCHOOL BUDGET GETS NOD 
ANNUAL REPORT APPRAISED 


Sierra Madre School Board Wednesday night passed, virtual¬ 
ly without discussion, a budget of $213,780. At the same time 
they heard an Annual Report which summed up activities of 
the school year. 

The budget, an increase of $10,320 over last year’s figure, 

reflected a decrease in local 
taxes of approximately $20,000 
—which was off-set by an in¬ 
crease in apportionments and 
allotments from the state. 

Drop in taxes, school officials 
said, is explained by the Dis¬ 
trict’s return to the legal tax 
rate of 90 cents per $100 of as¬ 
sessed valuation after a one- 
year rate of $1.20. This makes 
Sierra Madre virtually the only 
city in the Los Angeles area 
which has not voted to exceed 
the 90 cent rate for a period of 
five to ten years. 

During the presentation of 
the annual report, by Superin¬ 
tendent Charles A. Skutt, those 
attending the hearings heard 
that pupil enrollment had in¬ 
creased during 1951-52 from 805 
to 832 for the first six grades. 

They learned that plans for 
the school term which begins In 
September show that all grades 
will be on a regular full day 
session, thanks to the four new 
classrooms, which take care of 
four of the five first grades. 

Per pupil cost increased from 
$200 in 1950-51 to $202.72 in 
1951-52, thanks in part to con¬ 
tinuing cost of all school sup¬ 
plies, an increase in salaries of 
school personnel and the in¬ 
creased cost of maintenance. 

The final result of the tax 
election gave the district some 
$25,000, for one year only. With 
these additional funds the 
Board will go ahead with addi¬ 
tional playground space at the 
Auburn avenue lots, and will 
replace some of the funds

Except when the addenda is 
a distinguishing part of a 
proper name, such as Hastings 
Ranch Road, we at the NEWS 
still intend to use lower case 
for the "street," "avenue," and 
“boulevard" tags. Our policy is 
not something we just pulled 
out of a hat, but is based on 
nirrent usage as practiced by 
many newspapers throughout 
the United States. Our source is 
a comprehensive “style sheet" 
compiled by the School of Jour¬ 
nalism of the University of 
Southern California. It presents 
the "predominant usage" of

which were spent on the new 
unit. 

Subsidy from the state school 
lunch program enabled the 
cafeteria to serve a Class A 
lunch, including milk, for 25 
cents per plate. From 200 to 280 
hot lunches were served daily. 
Food products on the surplus 
lists, which were secured 
through the state ageny, in¬ 
cluded peanut butter, cheese 
and potatoes. 

In April, fifth and sixth 
grade pupils were tested on a 
nationally standardized test, 
the “Progressive Achievement 
Test.” In all cases, results 
showed, Sierra Madre pupils 
were within or above the nor¬ 
mal range. 

Throughout the past school 
year well over the required 50 
per cent of each school week 
has been spent on the study of 
such fundamentals as reading, 
writing, language, spelling, 
arithmetic, geography and his¬ 
tory, with, says the report, "an 
attempt to integrate these sub¬ 
jects so they will be meaning¬ 
ful to the child.” 

Advantage was taken of field 
trip opportunities during the 
year, and a number of trips 
were taken by all grades from 
kindergarten through sixth. 

Instruction in safety and 
health has been emphasized at 
all grade levels. This has been 
done through a choice of read¬ 
ing materials, through pictures 
and through practical examples 
at school and at home. 


"Rough language is being 
used by patrons of the pool in 
and about the premises, pilfer¬ 
ing of money and smoking by 
minors in the dressing rooms 
is a matter of repeated report 
and not to be denied by the 
writer nor the pool manager, 
Mr. Harold Turner." 

Mitchell said that the lack of 
discipline was due to lack of 
supervision which has resulted 
from the growing population 
and record attendance at the 
pool without space for expan¬ 
sion of facilities. 

Eugene G. Comstock of 195 
E. Sierra Madre boulevard de¬ 
clared that many of the per¬ 
sons- using the pool are not 
from Sierra Madre. 
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Sierra Madre residents were 
reminded this week that the 
pamphlet “Survival Under 
Atomic Attack” is available to 
all householders at the City 
Hall. 

Civil Defense officials urged 
local residents to take advan¬ 
tage of the booklet, a reproduc¬ 
tion of an official government 
document which sets forth val¬ 
uable and detailed instructions 
for personal protection in the 
event of an atomic attack. 

Acting on the advice of Gov¬ 
ernor Warren, civil defense 
groups in California have had 
a million copies of the booklet 
made for distribution to local 
citizens. They may be obtained 
by calling at City Hall — one 
copy to each household in tlic 
city, Councilman William Kin- 
new reported. 


Recreation Program 
Limit Set at $3000 

A recreation program for the 
coming year similiar to last 
year’s was assured by the City 
Council this week when it ap¬ 
proved an activity memo sub¬ 
mitted by Charles H. James, the 
council’s representative on the 
Recreation Commission. 

It calls for the city and the 
school spending up to $1500 
each. With a total budget of 
$3000 the county will contribute 
approximately $600 if the 
school board applies for the 
playground fund — something 
that was not done during the 
past year. 


To Check Books 
In Move Against 
‘Wild Charges’ 


Cut Parking Time to 
One Hour Sept. 1 

Sierra Madre's new parking 
law—one hour limit instead 
of the present two—will be¬ 
come effective Sept. 12 if 
Ponce Chief G. G. McMillan 
has posted the downtown 
area for the deadline. 

City Council on Tuesday 
adopted the ordinance reduc¬ 
ing the parking limit, and it 
thus becomes effective in 30 
days. 


In an attempt to eliminate 
hysterical accusations of “sub¬ 
versive” and “dangerous” as 
applied to textbooks used in 
County Schools, the office of 
School Superintendent C. C. 
Trillingham announced this 
week a plan for compiling lists 
of textbooks “unfit for school 
use.” 

“We are responsible for pro¬ 
tecting sound educational ma¬ 
terials even though sound ma¬ 
terials come under fire from 
extremist groups with special 
axes to grind,” Trillingham said 
in making his report to local 
school districts, including Si¬ 
erra Madre. 

He went on to say that it was 
obvious that any book, regard¬ 
less of its soundness, ran the 
risk of misinterpretation by 
some individual or organization 
who use portions out of context 
or read unintended meanings 
into its content. These com¬ 
plaints should neither be ig¬ 
nored, nor should the materials 
be withdrawn immediately 
without a thorough investiga¬ 
tion by qualified educators. 
Then a stand should be taken, 
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The Rev. O. G. Burlison, pas¬ 
tor of the Church of the Naza- 
rene, this week was awarded 
a contract by City Council for 
City Hall janitorial services. 

In negotiating for the con¬ 
tract he explained to the city 
fathers that he had worked his 
way through college under such 
maintenance service contracts. 
He said that he would hire his 
son for the work and break him 
in on the job of “working 
through college.” 

Along with this contract came 
a resignation from Jose Ala- 
millo as official City Hall 
broom pusher. 

Under the new contract the 
job will pay $85 a month. 


CANCEL BOARD MEET 

Howell N. White, Jr., presi¬ 
dent of the Sierra Madre 
School Board, announced this 
week that there will be no 
August 19 meeting of the 
school board. The work which 
the meeting would ordinarily 
take up was completed at the 
budget session of Aug. 6. Ces¬ 
sation of the Aug. 19 meeting 
will permit members to en¬ 
joy a vacation, White said.

Haupt’s mother, critically ill in California Luth¬ 
eran Hospital, and not expected to live the week. 

The father states they had stopped at a friend’s 
store, 2419 Walnut street. As he and Johnny left 
the store to return to their car parked across the 
street, Johnny darted away from him, “before I 
knew, and the next thing I saw was the accident.” 

The child ran into the path of a car that had 
just turned the corner, a sedan driven by John S. 
Tierandozzi, 31, of Los Angeles. He was run over 
by two wheels of the car, suffering concussion and 
a collapsed lung, according to Mr. Haupt. 

“I was afraid the ambulance wouldn’t arrive in 
time, so I drove Johnny immediately to St. Luke 
Hospital.” 

Attendants at the hospital, in Pasadena, agreed 
with the father’s report that Johnny is much 
better. 

The brain specialist, called in by Mr. Haupt, re¬ 
ported that he was pleased with the boy’s progress. 

Mr. and Mrs. Haupt have three other children, 
Dean, 8, Mary, 6, and Dennis, 17 months. Mr. 
Haupt is owner of Fisher’s restaurant in Pasa¬ 
dena.

by the Community Coordinat¬ 
ing Council.)

Billy was failing in school. 

Not due to lack of ability, Miss 
White knew; she was concerned 
about the fear of making mis¬ 
takes which seemed to keep 
him from trying. 

A talk with his mother dis¬ 
closed a divorce in prospect— 
the father was “simply impos¬ 
sible.” Only the mother’s fear 
of facing the world alone with 
three small children had 
stopped her. 

A visit to the Family Service 
Agency might help, Miss White 
suggested. This agency, she ex¬ 
plained, had been organized to 
advise with families who found 
themselves in just such diffi¬ 
culties. 

Very often, Miss White said, 
a third person who listens to 
both sides of a story gets a 
clearer picture of what is 


peating the mistakes of his own 
childhood with his son, every 
time he expected too much for 
his age, or lost patience over 
his clumsiness. 

Finally, the father and moth¬ 
er were able to talk with each 
other about their difficulties, 
and meet them, and to plan to¬ 
gether their future. 

A situation so desperate — a 
solution that simple — this is 
Family Service. California now 
has 14 agencies which are recog¬ 
nized by the National Family 
Service Association, together 
with about 15 more which are 
just getting under way. This 
contrasts with four in 1946. 

Miss Harriet Parsons, Field 
Director, who supervises agen¬ 
cies in all the western states, 
believes much of this growth 
has come about as the result 
of the war, which wrought its 
havoc in many homes. And 
families often have terrifying 
problems when they move to a 
new community. 

Interestingly enough, one of 
the first agencies, still going 
strong, was set up in Daven¬ 
port, Iowa, to help families 
moving in covered wagons. 

Many agencies in the east are 
over 100 years old, for these 
were the first charities. From 
the beginning these community 
agencies were devoted to the 
idea that the strength of the 
nation springs from the well¬ 
being of its families. 

For many years they were 
manned by volunteers, and 
known as Associated Charities. 
Later some were called Welfare 
Bureau, then Family Welfare. 

Since depression years, the 
state has taken over their char¬ 
ity functions, and the trend has 
been to meet the concerns of 
normal people. 

Finally, six years ago, agen¬ 
cies all over the United States 
were polled and chose the name 
“Family Service.” And the very 
day after the new name went 
up over one agency, a young 
man came in, explaining he 
had been wanting to “come in 
and talk things over,” but had¬ 
n’t wanted to take welfare. 

Agency workers regard it as 
a sign of strength to seek help 
—rather than of weakness. 
They consider it important for 
people to find guidance to think 
things through before there’s a 
breakdown. 

The special contribution of 
Family Service Agency in com¬ 
munity planning, Miss Parsons 
believes, is “a guarantee to citi¬ 
zens that here is a service

wrong, than the people in¬ 
volved are able to have. And, 
she added, the workers in Fam¬ 
ily Service Agencies have spent 
years in study and training un¬ 
der experienced counsellors to 
give them special insight into 
family problems. 

The mother did go to Family 
Service, and was able to per¬ 
suade her husband to go also— 
at a different hour. He, it turned 
out, was as unhappy as she 
over their difficulties, and di¬ 
vorce was the last thing he 
wanted. 

The worker took time to es¬ 
tablish confidence. By degrees, 
after - several meetings, the 
mother and father began to see 
themselves with new eyes. They 
understood the frustrations and 
rejections they had carried with 
them since childhood and which 
would jeopardize any marriage 
either of them might enter. 

The father saw he was re¬

We submit that current usage 
determines what is the so- 
called "correct form,” just as 
the hyphen is now disappear¬ 
ing from such words as coordi¬ 
nation and cooperation.

"If 
we run short of steel and alu¬ 
minum and copper we'll man¬ 
age somehow," he yelled at his 
helpless secretary, "but if we 
ever run short of paper in this 
country we'll come to a shud¬ 
dering halt!" 

First off in the process of 
elimination from the mails are 
the Hate Publications — all of 
them on the letterheads of most 
respectable organizations, and 
all of them thinly disguised 
to make Americans distrust and 
dislike each other, suspect their 
government and believe that 
the other fellow is out to do 
them.

with the official Republican 
money-raising committee is 
urged.

Hartwick at the same time 
sounded a sharp warning 
against the activities of racke¬ 
teers, “who will try to raise 
thousands of dollars from sin 
cere citizens through, pretense 
of spending the money on the 
Eisenhower-Nixon campaign.” 

Hartwick’s statement said, 
“In past presidential cam¬ 
paigns, great numbers of unof¬ 
ficial organizations have sprung 
up immediately following the 
Republican nominating conven¬ 
tion.

Cal Tech Tests 
Mock Quake 
Results 


The results of the world's 
largest commercial blast, pro¬ 
duced last week by Cal Tech 
siesmologists, will be used to 
analyze the effects of large 
quakes, said the scientists. 

Setting off a charge of 373,- 
000 pounds of Nitramon in a 
mill building at a quarry near 
Corona, the scientists measured 
the speed of blast waves 
through the earth as a check 
against speeds of earthquake 
waves. They also set up instru¬ 
ments to measure the thickness 
of the earth's crust in the re¬ 
gion. Results of these tests have 
not yet been completed. 

Stresses on a building five 
hundred yards distant were the 
same as if it had been pushed 
horizontally by a force equiva¬ 
lent to one-tenth the weight of 
the building. Drs. George W. 
Housner, Donald E. Hudson and 
Jack L. Alford have as their 
goal a more precise knowledge 
of how strong a building must 
be to withstand severe earth¬ 
quakes. The analysis will take 
six months or more, they re¬ 
port.

"Things are definitely out of 
control," he added. "The city 
has the authority to assign a 
constable to bring law to the 
pool." 

Kinney said, “Beer drinking 
is the basis of this thing more 
than anything else.” 

He suggested that the pool 
manager evict any person who 
is a nuisance at the pool and 
that, if necessary, a person be 
barred from the pool for the 
rest of the season. 

The mayor said the pool man¬ 
ager should be deputized as a 
police officer, because “if a few 
citations were insert, the trouble 
would stop." 

McMillan said the trouble 
was not due chiefly to exces¬ 
sive drinking, but later he ad¬ 
mitted that “some stems from 
drinking but among adults, not 
juveniles.” 

He declared, "We will take 
whatever steps are necessary, 
but this comes right back to 
the problem of police personnel 
that I have been talking about 
for years. About 50 per cent of 
my staff has had only about 
one year’s experience.” 

As for the problem at Kerst- 
ing Court, Chief McMillan said 
that groups of youths congre¬ 
gated there. 

“There was no intoxication 
and no disorderly conduct, but 
after they left there were bot¬ 
tles and beer cans in the 
street," he said. 

Washburn questioned the 
need for the ordinance, asking 
if the passage of the law would 
stop anything and if it would 
be enforced. 

"There are quite a lot of or¬ 
dinances on our books which 
are not enforced, and I think 
this thing could have been 
stopped without an ordinance,” 
he said. 

McMillan pointed out that 
other cities have found the or¬ 
dinance necessary, and he add¬ 
ed that “I am asking for it with 
the intention that it will be en¬ 
forced. Of course, all ordinances 
have to be enforced with a cer¬ 
tain degree of intelligence.” 

City Attorney Guy Cornyn 
was instructed to prepare the 
ordinance and make the liquor 
prohibition include all city 
property as well as city streets.

sity, where lie laught sacred 
music and composed hymns 
which are preserved in the 
Episcopalian hymns, he was 
known as one who never scold¬ 
ed but always held out a sup¬ 
porting hand of faith, and 
whose delightful humor often 
made a point a long sermon 
might not have impressed. 

Without ever trying to im¬ 
press anyone, Dean Bode prob¬ 
ably impressed all who knew 
him more than did anyone else 
they knew. His gentle influence 
on children and young people 
was so great that no one can 
estimate the good he did to 
thousands. 

Dean Bode was born in Aus- 
tralia but it was in England 
that his superior talents were 
first recognized. Besides being 
a minister, he was a gifted mu¬ 
sician and composer. He played 
in some of the greatest cathe¬ 
drals of England and headed an 
important activity in church 
music. Besides hymns, he com¬ 
posed anthems and a com¬ 
munion service much used in 
England and America. In this 
country he was rector of Trin¬ 
ity Memorial Church in Den¬ 
ver, later dean of the cathedral 
in Laramie, Wyo., before com¬ 
ing to St. Luke’s in Long Beach 
as rector. Later he was rector 
of St. Michael’s in Anaheim 
and then of the Church of the 
Ascension in Sierra Madre. 
There are many stories of his 
helpfulness during the depres¬ 
sion. Once he went to pay his 
gas bill but instead paid lhat 
of an impoverished family 
whose gas was about to be shut 
off—and had not enough left 
to pay his own. 

Dean Bode died in his 87th 
year, survived by his widow, 
Lucy Dyott Bode, by three 
daughters, two sons and nine 
grandchildren. Funeral services 
Wednesday were conducted by 
his good friend, Bishop Robert 
Gooden, from the church he 
loved, Sierra Madre Ascension. 
And interment, as he would 
have wished, was private. R.I.P.
